With Hie A Wtlkl l Army in France 
Nov. 7 — Tho first three American MM 
iers killed in the trenches in France to 
night are sleepitg in I renrli soil, honor 
erl hy the American army an<l the pen 
pie and army of France. Their final 
interments took place yesterday 

With a guard of French infantrymen 
in their picturesque uniforms of red and 
horizon Mm standing on one side anil a 
detachment of American soldiers on the 
other, the (lag wrapped caskets were 
lowered into the grave as a hugle hlew 
taps and the batteiies at the Iront fired 
minute guns As the minute guns wen', 
off the French officer commanding the 
division in this section pai.l tribue to the 
fallen Americans. Mis words, which 
were punctu.ted by the roar of the guns 
and whistle of shells, touched both the 
French and Americans In the conclu- 
sion the French officer said: 

"Men! These graves, the first to be 
dug in our national soil and only I short 
distance from the emeny are as I mark 
of the mighty land we and our allies 
firmly cling to in the common task, con- 
firming the will of the people and the 
army of the United States to fight with 
us to a finish, ready to sacrifice as long 
as is necessary until final victory for the 
most noble of causes, that of ibertyof 
nations, the weak as well as the mighty. 
Thus the death of these humble soldiers 
appear to us w ith extraordinary grandeur. 

"We will therefore see that the mortal 
remains of these young men be left here, 
left with us forever We inscribe on the 
tombs 'Here Lie the First Soldiers of the 
Republic of the l/nited States to Fall on 
the Soil of France for Liberty and Jus- 
tice 1 The passersby will stop and 
cover his head. Travelers and men of 
heart will go out of their way to come 
here to pay their respective tributes 

"l'rivate F.nright! l'rivate t'.resham! 
l'rivate Hay! In the name of Fiance, I 
thank you. l,od receive your souls 
Farewell!"

LEGAL SIDE OF 
SOLDIER'S LIFE 
OFFERS TANGLES 

Department of Judge Advocate 
General Kept Busy Sorting 
Out Difficulties.

A general guardian 
la guardian of the person ns well dm 
of the property. They lire appointed 
by the surrogate's court or the probate 
court for the county In which the chil- 
dren live. If more thnn fourteen years 
old, the children, subject to th.> approv- 
nl of the surrogate or probate Judge, 
tuny aelect their ow n guardian. 

There la n mistaken Idea that a mnn 
entering military service la protected 
a* to dchta and litigation against him. 
The Idea haa arisen from the fact that 
In Kurope, after the beginning of the 




New York. — To ratten (lie perplexed 
minds of our soldiers awaiting a cull 
to the battlefields of France to make 
complete the final rout of Europe's un- 
masked ruffian and what he stands for, 
and the subsequent assurance of world i 
democracy, the Judge advocate gener- 
al's department Is busy these days ad- 
vising them of many legal questions 
most likely to affect them. At Camp 
Mills and Camp Upton, In this section 
— In fact, in every training cantonment 
throughout the United States — soldiers 
have sought advice on the allotment 
of pny, the making of wills, the guard- 
ianship und custody of children, no- 
tions in court, debts, mortguges, goods 
bought on Installment, Insurance and 
many other legal questions that usu- 
ally tend to confuse the ordinary lay 
mind. 

Here Is the Judge advocate general's 
department, especially Installed to aid 
the soldier seeking legal advice and 
particularly equipped to give advice 
based on latest decisions of the court 
of appeals. A guide for soldiers — und 
seamen, too — has been compiled by 
able lawyers here for the legal aid bu- 
reau of the Educational alliance of this 
city. The guide Is distributed free to 
the soldiers In the camps. Many of 
the knotty problems are explained In 
thorough fashion. Being reminded by 
this pamphlet of certnln obligations 
that bind him, the soldier then seeks 
the Judge udvocnte general for the 
more technical procedure. 

May Assign Hit Pay. 

The pamphlet tells the soldier thnt 
nn allotment of pny Is much like an 
assignment of wuges. A mnn In serv- 
ice Instructs the government regulnr- 
ly to send pnrt of his pny direct to his 
•wife or his mother or other depend- 
ents. It prevents delny and possible 
loss, and Is generally the businesslike 
thing to do. Cases may nrlse where 
money orders sent home by enlisted 
men are lost or delayed for weeks in 
the malls, with resulting hardship to 
the families. Blank forms may be ob- 
tained from commanding officers, and 
they forward the allotment to the quar- 
termaster general. The government 
then sends the lining direct to the sol- 
dier's family so long ns he Is In the 
service. 

As to the making of a valid will, the 
soldier Is given liniuieit Instructions. 
He nlso Is shown h >w the law distin- 
guishes between renl estate and r er - 
sonal property. Hon- the law distrib- 
utes his personal property should he 
die without mnklng a will Is forcibly 
brought home to hi n. If he leaves n 
wife and children his wife Is entitled 
to one-third, the nmnlnder going to 
the children In equ'il portions. With | 
respect to renl est-itc, his wife has 
dower rights In a oi.e-thlrd Interest as 
long as she lives. Subject to this dow- 
er, the real proper. y descends to his 
children, which includes legally adopt- 
ed children. 

Exception in Making Will. 

If he leaves n wife and no children 
or grondcbildren uni no parent, broth- 
er, sister, nephew or niece, his wife 
takes all his personal property. Should 
he leave a wife and no children or 
grandchildren, but a parent, buother, 
sister, nephew or niece, then one-half 
of the personality and $2,000 of the 
residue go to the wife. Being unmar- 
ried, his entire estate goes to his fa- 
ther. If his father be dead, then his 
mother shares the estate equally with 
his brothers and sisters and the chil- 
dren of deceased brothers and sisters, 
the latter taking the deceased parent's 
ahare. These seem to be the prlnclpnl 
difficulties that btset the soldier's 
mind. If he does not want 1 
«rty to be distributed In the 
prescribed by law h* must make a val- 
id will. 

At least two witnesses nre necessary 
for the will's valldliy and the testator 
must sign the will at the end. telling 
the wit., esses the Instrument Is his last 
will and testument. There is a notable 
exception: If the soldier Is engaged 
In active service Id the United States 
army or navy, he .nay make a valid 
will by telling two persons what ha 
desires to be done with his property. 
Thev must write It out according to 
the Instructions of the soldier. A will 
In this way can dispose of his person- 
ality, but not his real eatate. This sort 
of will shoulo>never be made except In 
contemplation, fear or peril of death. 

As some states do not permit thla 
kind of will, It la not safe for the sol- 
dier to tell his comrades from other 
States that they can make a will In this 
way. If his home Is In New York and 
be In active service and not on fur- 
lough or detached from active service 
for any reason, he may take advantage 
Of this sort of will. 

Then comes guardianship of chil- 
dren's property. If u soldier's children 
own property and he is leaving them 
without anyone In whom he haa coo- 




ed 

tracts. 

The best opinions are to the effi-et 
that state governments under our Con- 
stilutlon onnnot suspend these obliga- 
tions. This means that the fiiot thnt 
he Is away on military service Is not 
n legal excuse for fnlllng to perform 
obligations, pny debts, lusuranee pre- 
miums. Instalments due on furniture, 
etc. 

If there Is a case now in rourt 
against a soldier he must make proper 
provision for nttendlng to it. lie 
should engage a lawyer and have Mai 
advise whether to appear or defend. 
This Is a protection, for thereafter all 
notices of proceedings In the case will 
be sent to the attorney and he will look 
after the soldier's Interests. A soldier 
must remember thut an action may 
legally be brought against him In his 
absence and after he has left home. 
There are rules governing this phase 
that give a defendant an opportunity 
to answer In an action brought ugaiast 
him. 

However, If he he served by publica- 
tion or by personal service outside the 
state and there Is no one to take care 
of his Interests a Judgment by defauli 
may be entered nguinst the soldier. 
Ills property may be seized und sold 
on execution, excepting those chattels 
the lnw specially exempts. The ad- 
visable thing for a soldier to do Ir to 
close up his affairs before leaving. For 
protection In the event (hat notion be 
brought ngainst him. he should instruct 
some oue living In his home to take any 
legal papers Immediately to his nttor 
ney. 

If he hns any goods such as furni- 
ture, clothes, Jewelry, or other chattels 
which he has bought by Instalments or 
which he owns under n lense or a con- 
ditional sale, the fact that he Is culled 
away will not relieve him from condi- 
tions In his contract or from making 
Iks specified payments ns they come 
due. 

The best thing to do, If he cannot 
pay up the balance due. Is to arrange 
to have some responsible person make 
the payments regularly for him. 
Goods May Be Taken. 

If he fails to make any provision, the 
goods are liable to be taken away from 
him on default. After this the seller 
must go through certnln formalities, 
for the lnw makes certnln provisions 
In his favor. These matters are some- 
what involved and technical, so tlxit 
It Is wise to take the contract to his 
attorney and have him advise as to bis 
rights and ns to his obligations. 

In regard to mortgages on real es- 
tate and personal property, his absence 
is no legal excuse for failure to make 
payments ns spool lied In the mortgnge 
bond or the mortgage Itself. Foreclos- 
ure may follow. 

A lease of his residence Is not ter- 
minated by the war or the necessities 
of the draft. If goods are in storage 
the warehouseman has a lien and may 
sell thetu to satisfy a bill. A power of 
attorney, under seal and acknowledged 
before a notary, Is n safeguard for the 
interests of the soldier. 

Entering the service does not excuse 
bin from paying his premiums on life 
Insurance, and failure to do bo may 
cause the policy to lapse. The benofi- 
oinry will suffer. 

He should arrange with some one to 
pay the premiums as they nre due. The 
"wur cause" In the policy— some have 
it— provides for payment at long inter- 
vals and that Insurance is not to be 
paid If the insured meets bis deaili In 
uctlve military or naval service wiibin 
a certnln period after the issuing of 
the policy.

CLUB FOR SOLDIERS 



Americans Find Comfort in 



All Shipping Will Be Used for Necessi- 
ties—Need 122,000,000 Bushels 
of Wheat. 

Paris.— Tho purchase abroad and 
transportation of about PJi.OOO.OOO 
bushels of wheat and other cereals Is 
one of the problems of Franco for the 
campaign of 101S. Four hundred thou- 
sand tons of shipping u month will be 
required for the importation of sup- 
plies the country must get on the out- 
side. 

The realization of this problem will 
be partly accomplished through the 
unified allies' purchasing board, elimi- 
nating more and more private trade 
with the country; the development of 
■ ministerial department of supply will 
eliminate copjmlssnry department buy- 
ers, while Increasing stringent meas- 
ures regarding shipping will increase 
the tonnage available for this object. 

Successive decrees now have com- 
pelled every shipowner to obtain a 
navigation license prescribing the par- 
ticular route for each vessel and the 
categories of merchandise destined for 
the government thut It would be re- 
quired to take on board on each voy- 
age, and also Riving the secretary of 
state for merchant marine powers to 
limit transportation charges on prod- 
ucts essential to the life of the coun- 
try. 

Henceforth all tonnage under the 
French flag will be systematically di- 
vided between the different categories 
of indispensable products. In order to 
assure the utmost regularity of supply. 
Certain voyages which were of nn 
great utility lo France have been stop- 
ped, and the transportation of coffee 
and other products of secondary util- 
ity to a nation at war have been sus- 
pended. Orders have been given that 
cotton anil tobacco must be bought 
from the nearest market. 

Navigation between France and the 
colony of Mudogascur will be greatly 
reduced, und the French lines to Cuba, 
Argentina. Brazil and New Orleans will 
be reduced as regards the number of 
ships or sailings suspended alto- 
gether. 

As u result of these measures 180,000 
tons of additional shipping have been 
placed at the disposition of the pro- 
visioning department, and the teudency 
Is more and more toward the Intense 
compression of the navigation service 
so as to make every ton of burdeu 



by Women and Haa All 
Facilities of an Up-to-Oate 
Club. 

Paris. — One place which many Amer- 
ican soldiers visit In Paris is the Brit- 
ish "Blighty Corner." ofllrnlly known 
as the "Foyer ilu Soldat Anglais." It 
Is conducted by a croup of Kngllsh and 
American women as a place where Ca- 
nadian. Australian and New Zealand 
soldiers who cannot go home for their 
ten days' leave may find a welcome. It 
has all the facilities of an up-to-date 
club, wl'li perhaps a little more of the 
air of "home" than an ordinary club. 
Tea Is served every afternoon to all 
comers by the wives of British ollleers 
and there Is every afternoon and eve- 
ning a program of music and enter- 
tainment. 

"My visit has given me much pleas- 
ure," wrote' the prince of Wales In the 
visitors' book. "Ditto." wrote the duke 
of Connaught. 

On the occasion of the duke of Con- 
naught's visit the cheers of the Cana- 
dian soldiers were so lusty as to of- 
fend the ears of some of the residents 
of u fashionable hotel in the Place 
Vendome nearby.

Off 
Hallo, 20 mines were seen drifting 
north to Christiana fjord, and from 
Halvo many explosions have been 
heard. 

The -drifting mine fields are sur- 
rounded by a mass of drifting wreck- 
age. Norwegian motor boats have 
salved many casks of wine, margarine 
and whale oil. 

The ownership of the drifting mine 
fields Is a matter of doubt. Certainly 
nobody Is anxious to claim them, for 
tbey do not conform to the rules of 
The Hague convention, which pre- 
scribes that mines shall be so con- 
structed that tbey become barmleaa 
when adrift.

the great war Is born of tl onvlo- 

tlon of their complete happiness 
coupled with their adaptability to their 
now surroundings. 

Two days after disembarking from 
ships that so successfully defeated the 
most aggressive tactics of the I'-boats 
during the voyage from the Failed 
States coast enough of the stalwarts 
to make a brave showing and gladden 
the henrts of their Kngllsh allies as 
an earnest of the preparations we nre 
making at home were ns comfortably 
settled In camp as If thoy bad boon 
there two years. 

A party of American correspondents 
visiting tho new arrivals as gnosis of 
the foreign olTIco were made hoinesle!; 
by conversation with them. Tbey were 
found enjoying all of tho comforts of 
a well established camp ranging from 
the soft drinks dispensed at the Y. M. 
C. A. canteen to tho sociability of a 
singsong about the piano In a pleas- 
antly arranged assembly tent. 

The one thing about the visitors that 
most surprised the Kngllsh army offi- 
cers stationed In a camp adjoining in 
addition to their splendid average phy- 
sique was their energy nnd alertness 
both mentally and physically. 

I 
first Impressions of Kngland from 0SH 
of our privates more Interesting thai 1 
be bad ever heard. Attention to wh.;t 
the men were saying about what thoy 
had seen since their arrival gajpUOrtCd 
the officer's observation. 

England's Countryside a Drc.tm. 
"It's all so trim and neat— this coun 
tryside — that one can scarcely believe 
It's real." was the way a soldier from 
the vicinity of the Bookies In Cote- 
rado put It. "Of course, it wouli' 
rause no wonder in a Belaseo play to 
see such a vista of miles of beautiful 
countryside, of rolling pastures sui 
rounded by evenly trimmed miniatur » 
j lieilges, the whole so clean and even 
and exact that one searches In vain to 
co something out of place. We thought 
the railways on which We traveled 
i were pom pared with ours at homo, Jus' 

j loo cute: When I come to think ol 
I It, though, we traveled about as fas| 
, as we wanted to ride anywhere, and 
about as comfortably, too." 

The same Imprc.; lonnblo visitor was 
promptly beginning to exercise himself 
, lost ho should not have an opportunity 
before being sent to the front to see 
some of the nooks and corners of Lon- 
don hallowed as the haunts of famous 
men. 

i "I don't mind spilling my blood on 
the Melds of Kurope for freedom." he 
said, "but I don't want to do that be- 
fore seeing where Shakespeare trod the 
stage of his Soutbwark theater, where 
Doctor Johnson and his circle of lit- 
erary lights dined In Fleet Street, 
where Charles Lamb and his sister 
lived, the haunts of Dickens, of OoM- 
imiith. nnd the wlr.dow In Whitehall 
from which Charles I walked to be be- 
headed.

Hear Tales of Boer War. 
Under a perfect sky and warm sun- 
shine many of the men were lolling 
about the camp on the greensward 
reading hooks provided by the Ameri- 
can Y. ML C. A. when not drilling or 
exploring the surrounding country, to 
permit which the hounds of the camp 
had been fixed on a liberal scale. 

In an adjoining camp occupied by 
South African troops, the Americans 
enjoyed long conversations with vet- 
eruns of the South African war and 
were particularly Interested while get- 
ting their stories of that stubborn 
fiirht put up by the Boers to find that 
as many of them had fought then 
ajalnst Kngland as fought under the 
Pnlon Jack. 

This accidental association of Amor- 
leuns with the South Africuns In the 
n-.'xt camp proved profitable as well as 
Interesting, for the colonials were the 
first troops with actual experience In 
action In the war with whom our men 
came In contact. Naturally they pick- 
ed up many valuable tips concerning 
the essentials of trench warfare as 
well as the tricks of the Huns. 

One of the Germans' latest tricks 
with gas wss described by a soldier 
who spoke from experleuce. This Is 
the so-called "musturd" gas shell. It 
Is shot from a mortar and, exploding 
within a radius of between 2fi and 50 
feet from a trench, leaves Its occu- 
pants with a lasting Impression of the 
meaning of "hot stuff." 

"Muatard" Victims Buffer Long. 
The fumes penetrate both outer 
clothing and underwear almost 



tonoously. though the hot ami hnrnt.i( 
smart of the skin that Miasm Is some- 
what mercifully dulled by tbo 
blunting of the senses thnt follow 
inhalation of the fumes. Victims of 
the "mustard" bombs are subject to 
distressing periods of depression, oven 
at the time of convaleseenee. Their 
nerves seem lo have been shattered 
completely beyond control.
